The  Cougars  edged  the  Utes  56-55  Saturday  night  in  a jam 
packed  field  house  at  Salt  Lake  City,  and  the  Milletmen  had 
little  trouble  dumping  the  listless  Redskins  65-45  in  an  even 
fuller  Springville  gym  Monday  evening. 

The  feathers  started  to  fly  off  the  Redskins  last  Saturday 
night  in  his  own  teepee  when  Randy  Clark  put  the  Cats  in  the 
colmun  in  he  last  20  seconds  with  two  successful  free  throws. 

Vadal  Peterson’s  Charges 
thought  they  had  the  game  on  ice 
when  they  led  i nthe  final  two 
minutes  55-52,  but  a field  goal 
when  they  led  in  the  final  two 
charity  tosses  of  Clark’s  proved 
the  undoing  of  the  Indians.

To  make  it  a perfect  evening 
for  the  Provo  crowd  the  Cougar 
Cubs  won  the  preliminary  game 
against  the  Utah  frosh.  The  kit- 
; tens  gave  the  crowd  a perfect 
I preview  of  the  main  eontest, 
when  they  romped  over  the  Ute 
papooses  just  as  the  older  Cats 
did  later  in  the  evening. 

Both  the  local  freshmen  and  the 
Papooses  played  a rough  and 
tumble  type  of  game.  Just  to 
make  the  game  more  interesting, 
two  of  the  over  eager  papooses 
literally  bit  the  dust  and  had  to 
be  helped  from  the  floor.  The 
Kittens  were  never  in  trouble  and 
the  final  score  was  58-42.

Symphony  Society 
bills  pianist 
Brant  Mannesen 

Grant  Johannesen,  brilliant 
young  Utah-bom  pianist,  will  be 
guest  artist  of  the  Intermountain 
Symphony  Society  concert  to  be 
presented  in  the  Provo  Tabernacle 
next  Wednesday  evening,  Allen 
Jensen,  musical  director  of  the 
symphony,  said  yesterday. 

Mr.  Johannesen ’s  appearance 
here  with  the  orchestra  last  year 
was  such  an  outstanding  success 
that  he  was  immediately  -re-en- 
gaged for  the  present  season. 

Born  in  Salt  Lake  City  in  1921, 
Grant  Johannesen  has  had  a mete- 
oric rise  as  a concert  artist  until 
today  he  occupies  a front-rank 
position  among  young  American 
artists.  He  received  his  early  musi- 
cal education  at  the  McCune  School 
of  Music  and  already  enjoyed  a 
notable  local  reputation  when  he 
was  discovered  in  1939  by  the 
great  French  pianist,  Robert  Casa- 
desus,  while  the  latter  was  on  an 
American  tour. 

The  young  Johannesen  went 
East  to  study  with  Casadesus, 
with  Egon  Petri,  and  with  Roger 
Sessions.  Soon  his  career  as  a con- 
cert artist  was  rewarded  with  suc- 
cess; his  Town  Hall  recitals  in 
New  York  roused  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  most  exacting  critics.  Noel 
Strauss  of  the  New  York  Times 
praised  the  gifted  young  artist  not 
only  for  his  "technical  proficiency” 
but  also  for  "wealth  of  coloring 
and  interpretative  skill,  capable  of 
giving  his  rich  temperament  ample 
freedom  to  express  itself.  . .” 

It  is  of  particular  interest  at 
this  time  that  Allen  Jensen  and 
Grant  Johannesen  have  both  been 
recently  honored  by  selection  as 
“young  men  of  the  year  ’’  Mr.  Jen- 
sen, little  more  than  a week  ago, 
was  presented  with  the  Dis- 
tinguished Service  Award  of  the 
Junior  Chamber  erf  Commerce  as 
Provo’s’  outstanding  young  man  of 
1948,  while  Mr.  Johannesen  was 
named  the  “American  Artist  of 
the  Year”  for  1947  by  the  Brooklyn 
Academy  of  Music. 

At  the  concert,  Messrs.  Jensen 
and  Johannesen  will  collaborate  in 
a performance  of  the  Concerto  No. 
2 in  F Minor  for  piano  and  orch- 
estra, by  the  best-loved  composed 
of  piano  music,  Frederic  Chopin. 

Following  his  appearance  with 
the  Intermountain  Symphony,  Mr. 
Johannesen  is  scheduled  to  leave 
for  France,  where  he  will  appear 
as  guest  soloist  together  with  Paul 
Paray,  famous  French  conductor. 

Tickets  for  the  concert  will  be 
on  advance  sale  at  Hedquist  Drug 
Store  No.  1 in  Provo  and  also  on 
the  evening  of  the  concert  at  the 
Provo  Tabernacle  box  office.

Truman  is  first  president 
west  of  Mississippi  River 

(Editor's  Note:  Mr.  Roberts,  Universe  Political  Writer,  who 
writes  for  five  of  the  countries  newspapers,  flew  to  Washington  for 
the  inauguration  of  President  Harry  S.  Truman.  He  gives  some  in- 
teresting facts,  many  of  which  have  not  been  covered  in  earlier 
newspapers  of  the  countries  greatest  presidential  inaugral  cer- 
emonies.) 

In  the  early  morning,  Jan.  20,  we  arrived  in  flag-decked  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  the  city  of  government  buildings  and  statues,  to  wit- 
ness the  inauguration  of  Harry  S.  Truman,  the  “never-say-die  pres- 
idential candidate  who  outran  and  out-polled  the  experts.” 

Not  since  Andrew  Jackson’s  (1829)—  crowds  surged  through  the 
capitol,  marched  to  the  White  House,  trampling  the  rugs  and  furni- 
ture) entry  upon  the  Presidency  had  a Chief  Executive  been  given 
such  an  enthusiasitc  inauguration. 

This  inauguration  was  different  in  many  aspects  the  ‘‘fair 
deal”  President  is  the  third  vice  president  to 
be  elected  by.  the  American  people  to  the  W 
presidential  office  after  receiving  the  office 
by  reason  of  ao  elected  president’s  death.  g| 

Theodore  Roosevelt  and  Calvin  Coolidge.||| 
were  the  other  two  Presidents.  Mr.  Truman 
is  also  one  of  the  oldest  Chief  Executives  §1 
to  be  inaugurated.  William  Harrison  was  ||| 
the  pldest,  being  68;  Buchanan  was  05  and 
Jackson  was  65  at  his  second  inauguration. 

President  Truman  is  64. 

The  man  from  Missouri  is  the  first 
president  who  comes  from  wesf^  of  the 
Mississippi.  He  was  born  and  reared  in 
Missouri.  Zachary  Taylor  supposedly  was 
from  Louisiana,  however,  he  had  lived  in 
every  state  of  the  union  and  was  born  in,] 

Virginia.  Herbert  Hoover  was  reared  in 
Iowa,  and  he  had  lived  in  Washington,  D. 

C.,  for  many  years,  working  for  the  govern- 
ment, but  he  is  listed  as  being  a Californian. 

President  Truman’s  inauguration  breakfast  was  served  in  the 
Mayflower  Hotel  with  approximately  100  World  War  I comrades 
(Battery  “D”,  129th  Field  Artillery).  The  battery’s  old  chaplain, 
Msgr.  Tiernan  of  Kansas  City  pronounced  grace  at  the  request  of  the 
President.  Missouri  ham,  hominy  grits  and  cranberry  juice  made  up 
the  menu. 

The  President,  who  was  a captain  in  World  Vf  ar  I,  was  presented 
with  a ‘‘gold-headed  walking  stick.”  He  informed  them  that  he 
would  use  the  stick  on  his  morning  walks.  Mr.  Truman  also  asked 
Battery  “D”  to  stay  “alert”  until  after  the  inaugural  parade. 

The  inagural  parade  started  at  7th  SE  street  and  extended  down 
Pennsylvania  Avenue  past  the  White  House.  The  President  and  vice 
president  lead  the  parade  followed  by  the  Marine  Corps  Band.  Over 
40  floats,  representing  the  states  and  territories  and  approximately  40 
bands  participated  in  this  colorful  parade. 

Dusk  had  fallen  as  the  old  caliope  passed  the  reviewing  stand 
and  President  Truman,  who  has  been  president  for  three  years,  nine 
months  and  eight  days,  looked  forward  to  another  four  years  in 
the  Nation's  top-house.

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You  can’t  force  tradition 

New  social  units  seem  to  be  springing  up  on  the  campus 
like  mushrooms.  Already  three  units,  two  ladies'  and  one  men's, 
have  written  their  constiution  and  received  an  official  nod  from 
the  administration. 

This  is  certainly  a healthy  sign  for  Brigham  Young's  social 
situation,  that  is  if  the  new  units  are  founded  on  a good  golid 
base.  Many  are  the  units  that  have  failed  since  the  school  per- 
mitted the  social  organizations,  as  such,  to  come  back  onto  the 
campus. 

First  of  all,  it  takes  more  than  a constitution  to  make  a 
social  unit  and  it  takes  more  than  a pretty  name.  The  members 
of  the  older  units,  some  of  which  have  been  organized  since 
early  in  1900,  know  full  well  that  it  takes  a great  deal  of  hard 
work  to  hold  a socipl  unit  together. 

One  of  the  greatest  disadvantages  the  new  social  unit  will 
have  to  put  up  with  is  getting  the  unit  to  "stick''.  By  stick  we 
mean  to  be  consfant,  to  be  a livingf  thing,  with  a terrific  turn 
over  in  the  acting  members. 

National  fraternities  and  sororities  have  it  over  the  social 
unit  in  that  aspect.  For  fraternities  and  sororitie^  have  homes 
and  well  knit  alumni  bodies  that  keep  the  organization  .breath- 
ing when  the  members  become  lax. 

But  members  of  a social  unit  must  receive  enough  fellow- 
ship and  mutual  attraction  from  their  weekly  meetirffjs  and 
monthly  parties'  to  give  them  the  cohesiveness  that  national 
organizations  obtain  rather  easily  through  their  homes  and 
nationalities. 

We  urge  the  older  units  on  the  campus  to  lend  a helping 
hand  to  the  new  To  Kolon,  Ama  Phi  and  Templar  Social  Units 
. in  their  efforts  to  establish  their  organization  and  to  become  a 
part  of  Brigham  Young's  social  circles. 

We  hope  that  none  of  the  present  units  on  the  campus  will 
resort  to  a pracice  which  has  clipped  many  rosy  dreams  in  the 
bud — that  of  enticing  members  out  of  the  new  unit  into  an  old 
established  group. 

And  new  units  must  remember  that  the  fastest  and  most 
effective  way  to  get  that  unit  to  "stick"  is  by  playing  fair  and 
following  the  rules.  It  is  true,  some  of  the  big  brother  and  sister  , 
units  have  strayed  a little  in  the  years  since  they  were  organ- 
ized, but  this  straying  has  been  a natural  process  and  thus  has 
harmed  the  units  very  little.  You  can't  force  tradition  anymore 
than  you  can  demand  respect.  Respect  and  tradition  must  be 
earned.

2.  a)  A recent  observer  has  said  that 
Shakespeare  is  full  of  cliches.  Do  you 
agree?  Why? 

. vb)  When  Lady  Macbeth  says,  "Out 
damned  Spot",  why  does  she  want  the 
dog  to  leave? 

3.  In  the  story  we  read,  what  was  the  author's  purpose  in  mak- 

ing Francisco's  mother  a woman?  Why  wasn't  his  father  also  a 
■woman?  Explain  fully.  Illustrate  your  answer.  j 


There  were  some  who,  through  some  misunderstanding  or  ignor- 
ance of  the  "law”  were  unable  to  see  the  game  Saturday  when  they 
presented  their  tickets  at  the  door.

Dear  Editor: 

I would  like  to  challenge  a statement  made  in  the  student  Sym- 
posium which  termed  an  honor  system  an  “adolescent  support.” 

An  honor  system  on  this  campus  will  mean  a-  big  step  forward 
for  this  studentbody.  It  will  mean  self-government-  It  will  J>e  success- 
ful only  if  it  is  instituted  by  the  studentbody.  It  will  require  real 
interest  and  cooperation  from  each  student,  which  is  essential  to  any 
kind  of  democratic  action.  Many  of  the  mature  among  us  fail  to  take 
active  part  that  our  system  of  government  requires.  There  will  be  no 
room  for  adolescence  in  an  honor  system  which  demands  that  we  grow 
up  and  think  seriously  about  personal  integrity. 

I think  if  we  can  grasp  the  deep  underlying  purpose  of  this  code 
of  honor,  we  will  see  that  it  is  not  just  another  “support”  or  “control” 
like  those  we  had  in  high  school.  The  primary  purpose  of  this  code 
will  be  to  create  a feeling  of  mutual  faith  among  students  and  between 
students  and  faculty.  It  is  not  a police  system,  but  a system  to  put  us 
straight  in  our  thinking.  I honestly  feel  that  there  are  very  few  of  us 
on  this  campus  who  would  cheat  in  an  examination  if  we  could  be 
reminded  at  the  time  of  tests  of  the  full  weight  of  the  error  we  were 
committing.  The  purpose,  then,  of  the  honor  system  will  chiefly  be  to 
school  us  in  our  thinking,  to  make  cheating  socially  scorned,  and  to 
place  our  school  on  the  level  of  honor  that  it  demands  as  an  arm  of 
the  church. 

Let  us  as  a studentbody  take  stock  of  ourselves.  Let  us  begin  to 
think  maturely.  Finally,  let  us  get  behind  the  honor  code  idea  and 
push  it.  If  we  can  install  this  at  BYU  we  will  have  started  something 
really  worth  while  that  will  never  be  forgotten  either  in  our  own 
lives  or  in  the  traditions  of  the  school.

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Subject:  The  honor  system 


Memorial  booklet  about  Brigham  Young 
service  men  receives  high  praise 


The  student  honor  system  is  and  should  be  the 
answer ' to  the  prevalent  problem  of  cheating  in 
exams. 

Needless  to  say,  cheating  helps  no  one  and 
hurts  everyone.  The  person  who  is  dishonest  in  his 
exams  is  actually  retarding  his  own  progress  as 
well  a the  progress  of  others.  For  grades  ARE  im- 
portant, perhaps  they  shouldn’t  f>e,  but  under  the 
present  educational  system  of  graduate  study  every 
graduate  student  has  his  minimum  grades  that  he 
has  to  achieve  before  he  can  enter  his  specific  pro- 
fessional school  and  we  might  add  that  these  minl- 
mums  are  very  high.  Thus,  the  cheater  by  raising 
his  own  "grades  lowers  the  grades  of  many  honest 
Students  who  work  very  hard  for  everything  they 
get  in  school. 

We  all  realize  that  cheating  in  examinations  is 
not  uncommon  at  the  BYU.  This  is  undoubtedly 
the  fault  of  the  students,  and  as  such  should  be 
corrected  by  the  students  themselves.  The  faculty 
realizes  that  the  motivation  to  be  honest  in  examin- 
ations must  come  from  the  students  and  not  from 
administrative  coercion.  Under  the  student  honor 
system  the  students  enforce  the  provisions  therein 
and  prosecute  all  violators  thereof. 

Opponents  of  this  system  argue  that  since  the 
Students  enforce  the  regulations  chaos  and  con- 
fusion result,  in  short,  that  it  won’t  work.  It  does 
Work,  however,  at  many  of  the  leading  universities 
in  the  country.  This  „ alone  should  be  challenge 
enough,  but  considering  that  this  is  a Church  where 
LDS  and  Christian  principles  are  taught  in  the 
classroom  the  practicability  of  the  system  should  be 
above  question. 

It  is  a shame  that  any  system  is  required  at  all, 
but  cheating  has  almost  become  an  accepted  tradi- 
tion, with  little  hope  for  relief  to  be  seen  in  the 
near  future. 

The  honor  system  would  result  in  increased 
knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  students,  because 
with  dishonesty  abolished,  he  would  have  to  know 
the  facts  to  pass  an  exam.  The  scholastic  standard 
of  the  school  would  also  be  raised  indirectly,  by  the 
elimination  of  those  who  could  not  conform  to  the 
honesty  code.  This  not  only  benefits  the  school, 
but  those  who  leave,  because  if  dishonesty  is  es- 
sential to  achieve  their  goal,  they  are  wasting  their 
time. 

We  are  our  brothers  keepers.  Let’s  support  the 
Student  honor  system.  • — John  Mangum.

From  recent  research  made  throughout  the  uni- 
versities of  the  nation  the  appalling  report  has  come 
forth  that  there  has  been  a general  breakdown  in 
integrity  and  morality  on  college  campuses.  Cheat- 
ing and  stealing  and  other  forms  of  dishonesty  have 
increased  to  the  extent  that  in  many  important 
schools  special  committees  have  been  organized  to 
find  a solution  to  the  problem.  In  recent  articles 
appearing  in  the  UNIVERSE  this  same  problem  on 
our  campus  has  been  discussed. 

We  should  be  the  first  to  step  forward  and 
point  the  way  for  the  others.  We  boast  of  our  high 
standards  as  Latter-day  Saints,  but  as  yet  we  have 
much  to  do  even  to  be  worthy  of  that  name.  The 
First  Presidency  has  felt  this  school  to  be  so  much 
a part  of  the  church  .they  have  termed-it  an  “Arm 
of  the  Church.’’  Why  then  can  we  not  assume  our 
responsibility  and  prove  ourselves  to  be  true  Latter- 
day  Saints. 

The  very  nature  of  an  honor  system  demands 
that  it  be  a product  of  the  group  it  is  to  govern. 
It  is  implicit  that  it  be  originated  by  those  who  are 
to  take  part  in  it.  If  the  administration  were  to 
say  tomorrow  tha.t  the  honor  system  is  now  in 
effect,  some  of  us  might  fall  into  line  and  try  to 
follow  it,  but  the  idea  of  it  being  imposed  by 
another  authority  is  in  violation  of  the  very  system 
the  administration  would  seek  to  establish.  The 
feeling  must  come  from  every  corner  of  the  campus, 
from  every  dormitory,  every  co-op  house,  every 
club  and  social  unit — from  the  students  #of  BYU. 
We  must  first  convince  ourselves  that  a system  is 
needed.  Then  we  should  roll  up  our  sleeves  and  go 
to  work  to  create  one. 

It  is  up  to  the  students  to  rise  up  inwighteous 
indignation  and  fight  for  honor.  We  should  get  to- 
gether in  our  groups  and  discuss  this  problem,  think 
about  it,  and  formulate  some  plan  of  action.  We 
should  nqt  make  any  premature  beginnings,  but 
wait  until  we  are  fully  marshaled  to  do  the  job. 
Otherwise  we  may  kill  this  thing  before  it  has  had 
a chance  to  really  prove  its  merits. 

There  has  been  complaint  from  students  that 
we  are  not  always  treated  as  adults.  It  we  can 
establish  honor  and  integrity  on  the  campus  as  a 
student  accomplishment  then,  and  only  then,  will 
we  be  justified  in  demanding  a different  treatment 
from  the  faculty. 

This  is  the  only  way  for  us  to  show  our  leaders 
that  we  are  ready  for  some  of  the  things  we  have 
been  trying  to  get  on  this  campus.  It  we  show  the 
Authorities  in  Salt  Lake  that  we  are  true  Latter-day 
Saints,  I know  that  they  will  do  all  in  their  power 
to  give  us  what  we  need  to  put  our  school  in  its 
rightful  place — a top  ranking  school  in  the  nation.

Expressions  of  appreciation  for 
the  memorial  booklet  "Those  We 
! Honor’’,  recently  released  by  Brig- 
ham Young  University,  are  being 
received  from  many  points 
throughout  the  nation,  according 
to  Dr.  T.  Earl  Pardoe,  chairman 
of  the  BYU  War  Service  Commit- 
tee. 

The  booklet  was  published  in 
honor  bf  those  who  were  members 
of  the  BYU  studcntbody  before 
"VJ  Day’’  and  who  served  in  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States 
during  World  War  II. 

Its  compilation  and  publication 
were  largely  the  work  of  the  War 
Service  Committee,  which  also  in- 
cluded Dr.  Harold  Glen  Clark,  Lu- 
cille'Spencer,  Frank  Haymore,  and 
the  BYU  chapter  of  the  White  Key, 
national  service  sorority. 

The  purpose  of  publication,  ac- 
cording to  its  foreword,  is  princi- 
pally to  gather  the  names  of  stu- 


dents who  saw  action  during  the 
war  together  within  the  covers  of 
an  appropriate  memorial  publica- 
tion.

Pardoe  explained,  "and  since  we 
desire  to  make  the  work  as  in- 
clusive as  possible,  the  committee 
will  gratefully  accept  all  corrective 
data  which  may  be  submitted- 

Dr.  Pardoe  declared  that  the 
idea  of  starting  a Union-  Building 
fund  originated  in  the  ranks  of 
these  BYU  students  while  they 
were  in  the  service.  Their  contri- 
butions accompanied  a huge  vol- 
ume of  letters  written  to  express 
their  interest  in  the  program  of 
the  school.
